FATAL CRASH 

Mother and son, 11, die in two-car collision in Ewell 



A mountain of floral trib¬ 
utes have been left at the 
spot where a “lovely” 
mother and her young son 
were fatally injured in 
a head-on collision on 
Saturday. 

Nicola Morris, 29, and 
Kai Arnold, 11, died after a 
Ford Focus and Ford 


Fiesta crashed on a bend 
in Banstead Road, Ewell, 
on Saturday at about 
10.30am. 

Twenty ambulance staff, 
plus teams from three air 
ambulances who flew in to 
assist, battled to treat the 
nine people injured in the 
crash. 

A spokeswoman for 
South East Coast Ambu¬ 
lance Service said Kai was 
pronounced dead at the 
scene, despite all the 


efforts to save him, and 
his mother was taken to 
Epsom Hospital where 
she was pronounced dead. 

She said seven people 
were rushed to hospital 
with serious injuries, in¬ 
cluding another child who 
was less seriously injured, 
with one man being evac¬ 
uated by helicopter. 

On Sunday and 
Monday a stream of rela¬ 
tives, parents and 
Kai’s schoolmates, from 


Woodmansterne Primary 
School, Banstead, left 
flowers, teddy bears and 
notes at the scene. 

A friend of the family, 
who live in Eastgate, just 
off Fir Tree Road, 
Banstead, said she had 
heard Kai died in the arms 
of his father David Arnold 
who was also involved in 
the crash. 

She said: “The fact he 
has lost them both is just 
awful. It’s just terrible. I 


can’t believe they are 
gone. Two lovely people. 
It’s hard to put into words 
how it feels.” 

She said the couple were 
engaged and the only rea¬ 
son Kai’s younger brother 
Alfie had not been in the 
car was because he had 
been at a sleepover. 

She said: “He came close 
to losing his dad as 
well.”

The woman, who wanted to 
remain anonymous, went to 
school with Ms Morris as a 
girl and her daughter went to 
pre-school with Kai and 
had been due to start at the 
Beacon School with him in 
September. 

She said: “You couldn’t ask 
for a better mum. She would 
help anyone out. Kai was a lit¬ 
tle sweetheart. The good go 
young. 

“We had a saying at school, 
live life to the full. She did 
that, she went out and enjoyed 
herself.” 


She said they had seen the 
family again at an induction at 
the Beacon School last 
Wednesday night and she 
found photos of Kai at a birth¬ 
day party while clearing out 
the loft on Saturday. 

She added: “A couple of 
hours later, we read on Face- 
book that they had gone. My 
daughter didn’t want to go to 
school. She wanted to come 
here herself. She’s in shock.” 

Linda Lewis, who has lived 
in Banstead Road for 18 years, 
said: “The paramedics are the 
heroes of the whole day. The 
emergency response was fan¬ 
tastic. A family is devastated 
in a blink of an eye. It is very 
sad.” 

It is not known if speeding 
was a factor in this tragedy, 
but Mrs Lewis said the 30mph 


road was dangerous and more 
needed to be done to stop boy 
racers and other drivers from 
speeding down the road at up 
to 70mph. 

She said: “That speeding 
with the double bend is just 
lethal and two people have 
died. 

“Since I have lived here 
there have been about five se¬ 
rious crashes where the road 
has been closed.” 

PC John Fruen, casualty re¬ 
duction officer for Epsom and 
Ewell, at the scene on Monday, 
said: “It’s a tragedy, absolutely 
terrible. 

“In the borough we have not 
had anything as serious as 
this for many, many years.” 

PC Fruen said it was appar¬ 
ently a head-on collision and 
an investigation was now 


under way. 

He said: “It is difficult to as¬ 
sess what actually happened. 

“The collision investigation 
unit attended.” 

Verena Baggaley, of Howell 
Hill Grove, said: “I could have 
been involved. 

“I was only three cars away. 
It’s very, very tragic. But will 
they ever get to the bottom of 
whose fault it was?” 

On Monday afternoon police 
said the most seriously in¬ 
jured person had improved to 
the point their injuries were 
no longer life-threatening.

The world famous Epsom Derby 
horse race could be held in the 
evening in future in a bid to 
boost flagging television ratings 
- as long as the Queen approves. 

Johnno Spence, spokesman for 
Epsom Downs Racecourse, said 
it is currently considering mov¬ 
ing the race’s timeslot to help in¬ 
crease Channel 4’s viewing 
figures for the flat race. 

The peak TV audience for the 
Derby last month was 1.55m - 
less than half of the figure when 
the race was shown on the BBC. 

But Mr Spence said the race¬ 
course does not believe declin¬ 
ing viewing figures are 
indicative of a drop in the race’s 
popularity, and ruled out any 
suggestions it may move back to 
being held on a Wednesday to at¬ 
tract more racegoers. 

Mr Spence made the com¬ 
ments after Rupert Trevelyan, 
the racecourse’s managing di¬ 
rector, gave an interview to the 
Times in which he said he is 
looking to “innovate”. 

He told the newspaper: “The 
broadcasters tell us that every 
hour later could be worth an 
extra million viewers.” 

The Derby was traditionally

held on a Wednesday, but moved 
to its Saturday slot 20 years ago. 

Some believe a return to a 
Wednesday would boost the pop¬ 
ularity of the event - a claim Mr 
Trevelyan dismissed. 

He said: “In the paid stands, 
we had the biggest crowd ever 
this year, so that view is 
misguided.” 

Mr Spence said: “There is no 
evidence to suggest the Epsom 
Derby was not as popular as it 
was. 

“There is a problem with view¬ 
ing figures for major race meet¬ 
ings shown on Channel 4 across 
the board and figures have gone 


down since the switch from the 
BBC. It is disappointing. 

“But all the statistics show the 
idea of London and the rest of 
the country shutting for people 
to go to the Derby on a Wednes¬ 
day is never going to be realistic 
again. 

“More than 100,000 people at¬ 
tended the Derby this year, the 
best figure we have had. 

“It’s all going in the right 
direction. 

“We have looked at options of 
having a later starting time for 
the Epsom Derby itself. 

“We are always looking at 
ways to refresh it and try to give 
it the best chance for the audi¬ 
ence figures to increase. 

“The attendance of the Queen 
is integral. Nothing will happen 
with regards to decisions on the 
times without consulting Buck¬ 
ingham Palace.” 

After this year’s Derby, Caro¬ 
line Baldock, an ex-professional 
flat jockey and trainer, said: 
“The Derby is being systemati¬ 
cally gelded. 

“Taking it from a Wednesday 
to a Saturday was a big mistake. 
Saturdays in June are far too 
busy for the general public to 
give it a second glance. 

“I am not a conspiracy theo¬ 
rist, but I do wonder if the 
dumbing down of the Derby and 
all that it means is part of a 
long-term plan.” 


Child pom charge 


A pensioner has ap¬ 
peared in court charged 
with making thousands 
of indecent pho¬ 
tographs of children, 
distributing and pos¬ 
sessing them and pub¬ 
lishing child sex abuse 
stories.

Mr Wright is now due 
to appear at Guildford 
Crown Court later this 
month for a prelimi¬ 
nary hearing. 

He is on unconditional 
bail.

the area team said it had been 
unable to determine the ap¬ 
plication because it has been 
“awaiting NHS England’s 
policies on premises”. 

It said it expected to receive 
the guidance “in the next 
couple of weeks” and would 
then start to consider all 
applications relating to GPs’ 
premises. 

But it warned even then it 
would prioritise “cost-neu¬ 
tral” changes. 

The move to new premises 
would triple the rent paid for 
the Ashley Centre Surgery 
from £100,000 to £300,000, but 
it would enable the surgery 
to employ another full-time 
GP and to see up to 
12,000 patients. 

The new building would 
house other health providers 
on the site such as Marie 
Stopes termination services 
and Central Surrey Health, 
and allow for some local 
anaesthetic procedures to be 
conducted - a move towards 
greater integration at the pri¬ 
mary level, something that 
Surrey Downs Clinical 
Commissioning Group has 
advocated. 

But the new building was 
put up for sale by its owners 
last month. 

Andrew Sharpe, a GP at the 
surgery, fears this could 
sound its death knell. 

He said: “Our building fails 
every aspect of the CQC’s 
standards. 

“The CQC can put restric¬ 
tions on our practice to stop 
us taking on more patients. 

“Our list size will decrease 
as older patients leave and 
the surgery won’t be finan¬ 
cially viable. 

“We’ve got one part of the 
NHS, the CQC, saying ‘do this 
and this’ and another part of 
it saying ‘you can’t do that’. It 
is bizarre.” 

Dr Sharpe said MP Chris 
Grayling has written to the 
area team, to no avail, and 
that Health Secretary Jeremy 
Hunt has said it would be 


Thousands of patients could 
be left without a much-need¬ 
ed GP surgery because NHS 
bureaucrats have decided 
not to consider applications 
for new doctors’ premises for 
more than a year now. 

The Ashley Centre Surgery, 
in Ashley Square, Epsom, 
has 9,600 patients registered 
and four full-time doctors, 
but it has repeatedly been 
informed by health watchdog 
the Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) its premises are 
too small. 

At just one-quarter of the 
recommended size for a GP 
surgery, the practice does not 
meet the CQC’s premises 
standards or its disability ac¬ 
cess requirements. 

But a potential move to 
new, larger premises at the 
Old Magistrates’ Court resi¬ 
dential development in the 
Parade - that were completed 
18 months ago - has been 
scuppered by a lack of priori¬ 
tisation of the issue national¬ 
ly by the NHS. 

Surrey and Sussex Area 
Team - the body that decides 
on applications for GP 
premises in the area follow¬ 
ing the abolition of primary 
care trusts (PCTs) last April 
- has still not made a decision 
on the Ashley Centre’s 
application to move into the 
new building - more than a 
year after it was formed to 
do so. 

Surrey PCT had refused to 
decide on the application 
before it was abolished, say¬ 
ing it would soon cease to 
exist. 

And after taking over last 
year, the area team said it 
would not be making a deci¬ 
sion until later in 2013. 

But, a decision had still not 
been made. 

In a letter to the Ashley 
Centre Surgery on June 3,

“inappropriate” for him to 
intervene. 

A spokesman for NHS Eng¬ 
land Surrey and Sussex said: 
“We have received a business 
case from the Ashley Centre 
Surgery in Epsom to move to 
a new building, however, 
funding decisions for all 
practices are on hold until 
new national guidance has 
been finalised.” 


Reveller brutally attacked at rock festival 


Legitimate fundraisers 


A “happy-go-lucky” 21-year- 
old spent five hours in 
surgery on Tuesday after 
being brutally beaten in an 
allegedly unprovoked attack 
at a music festival. 

George Cook, 21, of Long- 
mead Road, Epsom, was at¬ 
tacked at the Sonisphere 
Festival that took place from 
Friday to Sunday at Kneb- 
worth Park. 

The builders’ merchant, 
who works at Travis Perkins 
in Epsom, was at the rock 
and heavy metal concert with 
work colleagues when he was 
targeted by a gang of three on 
Friday, July 4. 

Reece O’Brien, 20, Mr 
Cook’s best friend, said this 
was an unprovoked attack 
where three men knocked 
down a fence to find Mr Cook 
in the Red 2 Camping Field, 
on the site of the festival, 
where they left the ex- 
Blenheim High School stu¬ 
dent for dead. 

He said Mr Cook was left 


unconscious in the incident 
and had numerous fractures 
to his face, a broken jaw and a 
smashed eye socket. 

Mr Cook underwent a 
five-hour operation yester¬ 
day at St George’s Hospital, 
Tooting. 

A metal plate has been 
fitted to his jaw. 

He is now recovering at 
home. 

Mr O’Brien, who was not at 
the festival with his friend, 
but has spoken to him since 
the attack, said: “They at¬ 
tacked him unprovoked. 

“They knocked down a 
small fence to get to him, 
that’s how badly they wanted 
to hurt him. They left him on 
the floor and people found 
him. 

“He started feeling the pain 
this morning, but he is in 
good spirits. 

“He does not understand 
why they knocked down a 
fence to do it. 

“He wouldn’t hurt a fly and 


will get on with anyone who 
will get on with him. 

“He is very happy-go-lucky 
and it is a testament to him 
that all this has been done to 
him and he’s still in good 
spirits. 

“He lights up a room when 
he walks in. He’s the life and 
soul of the party.” 

A Hertfordshire Police 
spokesman said: “One seri¬ 
ous incident occurred that 
saw a 21-year-old man from 
Surrey suffering serious in¬ 
juries following an assault in 
the Red 2 campsite on Friday 
night, July 4. 

“He received injuries to his 
face and jaw, which require 
surgery. 

“It is believed three offend¬ 
ers were involved in this 
assault.”

Victim: George Cook was

“My partner volunteers for 
the trust in the Epsom shop 
and the trust do not doorstep 
canvas for anything.” 

But Jess Thomas, senior 
individual giving manager 
at the trust, said Mr Burns 


had got his wires crossed. 

She contacted Surrey 
Police and they had received 
a call about a doorstep 
collector. 

But when they checked his 
credentials they found noth¬ 
ing to be wrong and took no 
further action. 

Ms Thomas said the 
fundraisers, who are gradu¬ 
ates, have been employed by 
the trust in the past few 
weeks through an agency 
called Champions, are asking 
people to sign-up to a direct 
debit scheme. 

She said: “All of the 
fundraisers have been train¬ 
ed by the charity personally. 

“It is all legitimate.”

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Volunteers get to work at 
Bourne Hall war memorial

People power has trans¬ 
formed the area around a war 
memorial just in time for the 
100th anniversary of the out¬ 
break of the First World War. 

An anonymous good 
Samaritan, responding to a 
letter in this newspaper com¬ 
plaining about the sorry state 
of the memorial outside 
Bourne Hall Park in Ewell 
Village, organised a small 
army to spruce the area up 
on Sunday. 

The eight volunteers 
cleaned out the pond by the 
memorial and bought gener¬ 
ously discounted flowers 
from Homebase and Mayfield 
Nursery to replant the adja¬ 
cent flower beds. 

He said: “It’s a brilliant ex¬ 
ample of how a few people 
can get together and do 
something good for the 
community. 

“We transformed it from a 
flat cake of mud with weeds 
to a flower bed of red, white 
and blue flowers. It’s particu¬ 
larly important because in 
four weeks is the 100th 
anniversary of the outbreak 


of war.” 

Clive Gilbert, a volunteer 
researcher at Epsom and 
Ewell Local and Family His¬ 
tory Centre, said he joined in 
after receiving an email from 
the local British Legion. 

Mr Gilbert said: “I thought 
that’s a nice idea, I will help 
out. We were a disparate 
bunch of people. It’s a jolly 
good idea. I think there ought 
to be more of it really.” 

Charlotte Moggridge, 
whose letter sparked the 


clean-up, said it had been in a 
sorry state and was an “in¬ 
sult” to soldiers who died in 
World War I. 

This week she said: “After 
returning home from holiday 
on Monday it was wonderful 
to see the locals coming to¬ 
gether to keep our village 
looking how it should. 

“We can’t rely on our coun¬ 
cil to keep our village looking 
presentable and they have set 
a great example, I certainly 
will be getting more involved 


in the upkeep of the village 
and thank them for taking 
time out of their Sundays to 
do so.” 

Councillor Clive Wood- 
bridge, who represents 
Ewell, said the council had 
already cleaned the stone, 
relettered names on the war 
memorial and repainted the 
railings. 

Coun Woodbridge said: “It 
shows volunteers and the 
council working together. 
They kindly came along on 
Sunday morning to replant 
the beds that unfortunately 
the flooding had killed off.” 

An Epsom Council 
spokesman said that the or¬ 
ganiser got in touch before 
going down to replant the 
flower beds. 

He said: “The council fully 
supports any community ac¬ 
tion that promotes the visual 
appearance of any part of the 
borough.” 

The council spokesman 
said: “The main issue would 
appear to be the litter and the 
way it gets into the water¬ 
way.” 

He said they were looking 
for the best way to prevent 
the problem, adding: “Litter 
is removed on a regular 
basis.”

Epsom does not need any more 
big supermarkets, according to 
its MP, who said he will oppose 
any plans for a big Waitrose or 
Morrisons in the market town. 

Speaking to the Epsom 
Guardian on Friday, Chris 
Grayling said he is unhappy 
with unconfirmed plans that 
Waitrose is looking to develop a 
supermarket on the Upper High 
Street site - development options 
for which are currently being 
considered by Epsom Council - 
and Morrison’s is aiming to 
bring one of its stores to the 
gasholder site in East Street. 

He said that while he is not 
against a “sensibly-sized” super¬ 
market on the Upper High 
Street, no supermarket should 
be built in East Street and he has 
already contacted Morrison’s to 
express his lack of enthusiasm 
for the proposal. 

The Secretary of State for Jus¬ 
tice, 52, said: “While there may 
be the case for a smaller food 
store on the Upper High Street 
site, we should be using the de¬ 
velopment sites in Epsom for 
housing and business and not for 
any more big supermarkets. 

“It’s really important to get the 
balance right on the Upper High 
Street site and a moderately- 
sized food store there, as part of 
mixed-use of the site, would be 
fine. 

“There should be no supermar¬ 
ket on the gasholder site. 

“We already have a Sains- 
bury’s store in Kiln Lane, an 
Asda up on the Downs, a Tesco 
in Leatherhead, planning con¬ 
sent for a Tesco store in Ashtead 
and a Waitrose in the Ashley 
Centre. 

“Having any more will squeeze 
small shops and we should say 
no to this. There is no obvious 
reason to give planning consent 
for another supermarket in

the area. 

“At the moment people do tend 
to coalesce around the Ashley 
Centre end. But my worry is we 
end up with a giant supermarket 
which people drive in and out of, 
which contributes to traffic and 
development issues and will 
suck away business from the 
centre of Epsom. 

“The biggest need in Epsom is 
for housing. A sensibly-styled 
block of flats that fits in with the 
area would be good as clearly 
there is a shortage. 


“At the end of the day it is a de¬ 
cision for the local council. But 
there is no obvious reason why 
they would have to give planning 
consent for a big supermarket.” 

A poll on epsomguardian. 
co.uk last month found that 42 
per cent of participants would 
prefer a new Morrisons in the 
town, compared with 34 per cent 
for Waitrose. A total of 13 per 
cent said they did not want a 
new store from either supermar¬ 
ket while 12 per cent said they 
wanted both. 


'STORE WILL NOT STEAL CUSTOMERS' 


Sainsbury’s has unveiled plans to 
open a new store in Tadworth. 

The supermarket chain wants to 
open a local shop, which will create 
up to 25 jobs, on the existing Cop¬ 
per Mini dealership site, in the 
Avenue. 

It is promising local traders that 
the store will boost their footfall 
rather than steal their customers. 

It has submitted a planning appli¬ 
cation for the store to Reigate and 
Banstead Council and, if granted, it 
plans to open the Sainsbury’s Local 


early next year. 

Another “commercial use” for the 
site will also be developed, such as 
an MoT service facility. 

The 3,000sq ft store would be lo¬ 
cated at the front part of the exist¬ 
ing main showroom building and 
the rear part of the building will be 
sub-let for another commercial 
use. 

The small building to the side of 
the site would be demolished to im¬ 
prove access to the site and provide 
customer car parking. 


The Cooper Mini dealership will 
be moving to BMW Banstead as the 
premises no longer meets the re¬ 
quired standards for Mini. Sains¬ 
bury’s has agreed to lease the 
building from its landlord. 

Mark Rush, Sainsbury’s region 
acquisitions manager, said: “The 
site, with its good pedestrian and 
cycle links to the local centre, is 
well situated to help to increase 
footfall for the benefit of existing 
traders as well as delivering invest¬ 
ment and new jobs to the area.” 


Victims of violence to benefit from £450k

Worried parents have raised con¬ 
cerns about losing five “amaz¬ 
ing” teaching assistants at a 
cash-strapped primary school. 

Parents at Stamford Green Pri¬ 
mary School, in Christ Church 
Mount, Epsom, contacted the 
Epsom Guardian, saying the as¬ 
sistants were given the news 
they are facing redundancy. 

They claimed the teaching as¬ 
sistants at the school, whose 
motto is “working together to be 
the best we can”, were told not to 
return on Monday, June 30. 

And they attacked the school 
for spending money on other 
things, such as an extra 


reception form planned for next 
September, that will see pupil 
numbers increase from 420 to 
630. 

Headteacher Louise Druce said 
that, while financial pressures 
may mean staff have to go, all the 
teaching assistants had been in 
school last week. 

And she pledged that no teach¬ 
ers will lose their jobs. 

The parents’ statement said: 
“The parents are so unhappy 
about this situation, as money is 
being spent on the three-form 
entry, office staff and a new 
artificial turf site, but the teach¬ 
ing assistants are being cut and 
in such a heartless way. 

“The community needs to hear 
what’s been happening and the 
amazing staff who have lost their 
jobs should be given a chance for 
a proper goodbye.” 


In response, Mrs Druce said: 
“Children are at the heart of all 
our decisions. With the changes 
in school funding and reductions 
to our budget over the past few 
years, we have had to review the 
staffing structure and, regret¬ 
tably, may have to make changes. 

“All teaching assistants were in 
school last week and we are 
working with those potentially 
affected to support them at this 
difficult time. 

“The school expansion is at 
Surrey County Council’s request 
to meet local demand and is fully 
funded by the council and De¬ 
partment for Education. 

“The money for the all-weather 
sports pitch has been raised by 
the school community through 
fundraising and donations so 
cannot be spent on staffing or 
other operational costs.”

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Planting seeds for 
forest of the future

Plans to create a Centenary Wood 
in Epsom commemorating the 
First World War were outlined to 
visitors at an open day last month. 

The 640-acre forest is to be creat¬ 
ed at Langley Vale, on the border 
between Epsom Downs and Mole 
Valley, as part of a £12m project 
by the Woodland Trust to create 
four “flagship woods”, spanning 
1,000 acres - one each in England, 
Scotland, Wales and Northern 
Ireland. 

One hundred people attended 
the informative event, at Langley 
Vale farm, on Saturday, June 28, 
where they were talked through 
the proposals and given a tour of 
the site. 

The trust said it will be planting 
200,000 native broadleaf trees, 
with 40 per cent of the space re¬ 
maining open “to retain the 
sweeping views through the 
valley”. 

It is continuing to farm the land 
while it fundraises and awaits 
permission to begin planting the 
trees. 

New paths will be created 
throughout the site, joining and 
extending existing rights of way 
including multi-use paths for 


cyclists and riders. 

The trust also said it is looking 
at plans to create a 100-space car 
park in the most western corner 
of the site, adjacent to Headley 
Road and that the area near to 
Great Hurst wood will be left un¬ 
planted to enable natural regener¬ 
ation of the woodland. 

A spokesman for the trust 
added: “We are exploring the local 
links to the First World War and 
heard some fascinating family 
stories from those attending the 
event on Saturday. 

“We hope we can bring these to 
life in some way on site. 

“We hope to do some scanning 
on the Tadworth side of the wood 
next year to see if we can find 


evidence of World War One 
practice trenches we have been 
told about.” 

Simon Bateman, site manager 
for the Woodland Trust, said he 
was thrilled to see so many people 
attend the open day. 

He said: “Feedback was general¬ 
ly positive and it was a pleasure to 
finally introduce some of the 
plans and features of Langley 
Vale itself. 

“This will be just one of many 
events over the coming years, and 
it will be exciting to see how the 
site is due transform over that 
time.”

With more Brits cycling, Halifax 
Home Insurance is urging 
homeowners to take steps to 
avoid bike theft.

Birthday edition for MX-5 


With speculation mounting on the 
plot for the next Bond movie ‘Bond 
24’ as well as what marques might 
feature in 007’s latest adventure, AA 
Cars has reviewed its stock to 
identify models that have appeared 
in Bond films. 

Hundreds of cars have featured in 
the movies based on Ian Fleming’s 
evergreen novels but here are a few 
of the more desirable ones. 

Perhaps the iconic car most 
associated with 007 is the Aston 
Martin DB5 (pictured right), which 
met its end in Skyfall. Although the 
variant crops up from time to time 
on the AA Cars online used car 
platform, there aren’t any at present. 
But there are some DB7s and DB9s 
among the 83 Aston Martins listed. 

Of course an Aston is never going 
to be a cheap option but prices 
range from £16,995 for a 1995 DB7 
to an eye-watering £199,995 for a 
current model Vanquish. 

BMW first featured in Goldeneye 
with the Z3 while in Tomorrow Never 
Dies Bond’s car was the mighty 
BMW 750iL. 

With its VI2 performance and 
bristling with 007 features such as a 
missile launcher, it was a formidable 


beast. You could own one of these 
impressive cars as there are three of 
them on AA Cars - and a 2005 model 
could be yours for under £9,500. 
There are several Z3s too for as little 
as £4,000 

You’re not going to find a fully- 
submersible Lotus Esprit (The Spy 
who Love Me) on AA Cars or 
anywhere else for that matter, but 
there is a 1988 example of this 
highly desirable car on offer for 
£11,500. There’s also plenty of 
choice among the 37 Elan, Elise, 
Exige and Evora models. You could 
pick up a 1993 Lotus Elan for little 
more than £5k. 


In the early Bond films exotic 
vehicles such as the Sunbeam Alpine 
and Chevrolet Bel Air were featured. 

A1966 Alpine recently sold for 
£18,000, while you could expect to 
pay, perhaps, £50k for a decent Bel 
Air. 

And so to Rolls-Royce, which put in 
appearances in most Bond films. AA 
Cars lists 40 of the ‘best car in the 
world’ but no Silver Wraiths of the 
type driven by ‘M’ in 1963’s Dr. No. 

However, there are a couple of 
Silver Clouds listed that date from 
the 1960s. No Rolls-Royce is going 
to be cheap and a stunning 1962 
Silver Cloud II Mulliner convertible

‘invites offers above £395,000’: a 
very desirable vehicle indeed. The 
cheapest Rolls-Royce presented by 
AA Cars is a much more affordable 
1981 Silver Spirit, for just £9,500. 

Post-war, Bentleys were ‘badge- 
engineered’ Rolls-Royces and Bond 
owned a ‘Mk II Continental’ (likely to 
have been an S2 Continental) in the 
1965 novel Thunderball, which he 
heavily modified and dubbed ‘The 
Locomotive’. Today, Bentley is a 
marque of its own. AA Cars lists over 
120 Bentleys ranging in price from 
£9,500 to £209,900 and in age from 
a 1953 ‘R’ type to a 2014 Mulsanne 
Mulliner with less than 700 miles on 
the clock. 

David Bruce, director of AA Cars, 
said: “The cars owned by James 
Bond are highly desirable and those 
actually used in the films can fetch 
fabulous prices - but you could have 
a taste of Bond for little more than 
£4,000 if you fancy an admittedly 
high-mileage BMW Z3 - and almost 
anything between. 

“They won’t have any of the 
gadget, least of all a missile 
launcher, but you could ‘live and let 
die’ in the knowledge that Bond 
drove one like it!”
